The  activities  of  The  Companies  Branch  greatly  ii:ereaood 
during  the  past  year.  Supplementary  certificates  were  issued 
to  existing  companies  in  respect  of  alteration  of  objects, 
reduction  and  Increase  of  capitalisation.  a  great  deal  of 

miscellaneous  work  was  performed  by  the  staff  of  this  Branch 
covering  registration  of  Goolotios,  Co-operative  Marketing 
associations,  Go-oparativo  Associations  and  Church  Congregations, 
end  other  miscellaneous  work  such  ns  proof  rending,  furnishing 
memoranda  of  various  kinds  and  supplying  information  from  tha 
indices  end  records,  as  well  ns  preparation  of  Proclamations 
and  Commissions  covering  appointments  of  Justices  of  the  Peace 
and  Notaries  Public. 

During  the ■ year  64  persona  worn  granted  a  change  of  naao 
under  The  Change  of  Kane  Act,  and  C.63  liens  were  registered 
under  The  Gnragamen's  Lien  Act.

in  fatal  acoidpnta,  six  wore  killed  at  railway  crossings 
during  the  lest  calendar  year  and  twenty-four  killed  or  died 
from  injuries  as  a  result  of  accidents  in  the  Cities  of  tha 
Province.  These  figures  are  included  in  the  total  number  of 
73  of  such  accidents. 

It  woo  noticeable  thot  the  number  of  accidents  increased 
soon  after  the  restrictions  on  gasoline  rationing  ted  the 
odernl  regulation  governing  the  rate  of  speed  on  the  Highway 
were  lifted,  and  also  neglect  on  the  part  of  drivers  to 
oxerciso  practical  pro cautions  to  offset  winter  hanordo. 

Generally  speaking  fatal  accidents  resulted  from 
exoo salvo  speed,  careless  and  negligent  driging,  at  railway 
crossings,  skidding  on  wot,  icy  and  slippery  roads  ( caroloso 
winter  driving).

..Nile  complete  fire  loco  statistics  are  not  yet  available 


for  the  year  1945  in  Alberta  (complete  year  end  reports  not  yet' 
filed),  every  indication'  ic  that  there  will  be  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  fires  end  fire  dame go  over  tho  year  1944.  There 
was  an  increase  -  in  tho  first  six  months  of  the  year,  over,  tho 
previous  year,  of  164  fires,  and  on  increase  in  tho  fire  loss 
of  §198,054.54.  This  is  the  trend,  however,  over  both  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  and  the  united  States  of  hnerion,  end 
until  people  will  pay  hoed  to  tho  continuous  pleading  of  firo 
prevention  engineers  for  carefulness,  the  appalling  annual 
fire  loss  will  continue. 


which 


otiil  more  pathetic  is  the  loss  of  life  by  fire, 
has  so  tragically  occurred  aaroaa  Conades  t  c  last  two  months . 
Since  December  lot,  1945,  to  date,  no  less  than  16  wo-e n,  51 
non,  57  children  have  been  burnt  to  death,  mostly  in 
dwelling  fires.  While  only  a  very  fen  of  those  fatalities 
occurred  in  Alberta,  the  office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  is 
doing  everything  possible  to  prevent  fire  by  a  systematic 
inspection  of  risks,  end  by  means  of  publicity  end  education, 
to  avoid  needless  lose  of  life.

Since  the  cessation  of  hostilities  there  has  been  a 
"tightening  up"  in  administration  of  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act 
end  The. Real  ..state  Agents*  Licensing  Act,  end  now  regulations 
are  now  being  enforced.  That,  this  is  meeting  with  appreciation 
by  both  the  public  and  the  business  in  evidenced  by  the  support 
it  is  receiving  nnd  the  letters  -written  to  the  Department, 

Advisory  Boards  have  boon  “sot  up"  under  both  nets, 
composed  of  the  Superintendent  of  insurance  or  his  representa¬ 
tive,  and  two  independent  members  alternated  on  the  several 
Beards,  to  hoar  applications  tOv  license  or  appeal.  ■hilo 
hearings  under  The  insurance  Act  bd cores  effective  with  the 
renewal  of  Agents*  Licenses  February  15th,  nine  board  coot mgs 
have  already  boon  hold  under. the  Beni  Estate  Act.  Two 
prosecutions  have  been  instituted  for  failure  to  secure  license 
while  three  applications  for  licenses  have  boon  rebooted.  -Iso 
effective  July  1st,  1945,  all  Agents  end  Salesmen  have  boon 
required  under  the  new  regulations  to  file  a  bond  of  a  Surety 
Company.  Two  applications  have  boon  refused  because  the  ap¬ 
plicants  were  unable  to  secure  such  a  bond. 

Three  convictions  were  undertaken  in  1945  tinder  The 
Insurance  Act,  one  for  undertaking  insurance  when  not  licensed, 
and  two  for  soliciting  membership  in  unlicensed  societies. 
Heavy  penalties  were  imposed  in  the  two  latter  caeca. 

Twenty- two  complaints  were  investigated  during  1945 
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against  settlements  under  insurance  policies,  being  n  inly 
accident  and  aicknaaa  claim's*
